For those of 
you who haven't, here's a very 
short summary. You're the Last 
Ninja because all the others have 
been killed by this not particularly 
nice guy called Kunitoki — and 
that’s it basically. 

Now, on to more immediate 
matters like Ninja 3’s story line. 
Even though you are the Last 
Ninja, Kunitoki is not foolish 
enough to think that he is 
unthreatened, and although a great 
deal of minions lie between you 
and him the almighty tyrant is 
determined to end the existence of 
the Ninja forever. 

To achieve this, he has 
entered the various temples of 
Tibet and stolen the five ancient 
scrolls that describe how the Ninja 
get their power. With these ancient 
artefacts gone, no one else can 
become a true Ninja. 

That’s the plight, and it’s up to 
you, the Last Ninja, to retrieve 
these sacred scrolls and return 
them to the temples. This task has 
been made hard due to Kunitoki 
scattering the scrolls over the five 
Elemental planes. 

But wait! There’s only four 
Elemental planes | hear you say. 
That's where you're wrong! As well 
as Earth, Wind, Fire and Water in 
Ninjitsu there is also the Void — a 
bit of a mysterious one. Anyhow, 
that’s where he’s put the scrolls, if 
they’re all still intact. 

As per usual you start off with 
no weapons to aid you but that 
doesn’t stop you from picking them 
up on the way. But unlike the 
previous Ninja games this isn't 
going to be so easy. Rather than 
all the items just lying around 
waiting for you to bump into them, 
some objects have to be made. An 
example of this is the Nun-chakus. 

In the first level, with a little bit 
of searching, you can find two 
branches near two separate trees. 
Collect these objects and then find 
a piece of chain and voila! The 








three objects become one in the 
form of a rather deadly weapon. 
This process is used throughout 
the game, so prepare to work out 
what items match with which. 

You'll find that all the objects 
that you come across will be 
pivotal to the outcome of the game 
so you'll need to collect them all if 
you're to succeed. Fortunately, the 
objects aren’t hidden away and 
each time you go near one a 
prayer whee! in the top right will 
bring up a picture of the object to 
indicate that it is in the vicinity. 

All you have to do then is pick 
the object up, if it’s possible at that 
point in time. This wheel will also 
tell you when one of the opposing 
baddies is a master at a certain 
weapon, indicating that you're 
going to be in for a hard time.

The errand is usually a simple 
pick up and deliver job, although 
on later levels things do get a little 
more complex. 

When he’s eventually offered a 
job, he must decide whether or not 
to accept it or to bargain in an 
attempt to make even more 
money. Obviously, if he trys to 
squeeze too much money out of 
the punters, there’s a risk that he'll 
lose out on the deal altogether. 

Luckily, Ronny can also earn 
money by simply picking up loose 
coins, collecting lost jewellery 
boxes or by shooting one of the 
nasties and picking up whatever 
they happen to leave behind. A fair 
amount of money can also be 
found by simply stumbling across 
secret platforms or locations. 

The obstacles that litter the 
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streets come in all shapes and 
sizes, ranging from a small wind- 
up car to a fully fledged petrol 
driven juggernaut! You'll be 
relieved to know that Ronny.isn’t 
completely defenceless and can 
knock out the most fearsome of 
enemies with his ruthless fruit gun.

When | bought my Amiga about 18 
months ago the only real rivals that 
we Amiga owners had were those 
dreaded Mega Drive owners, but 
now things are different. It seems 
that every console recently 
released such as the Famicom and 
the Neo Geo beat the Amiga into 
the ground in terms of graphics and 
sound not to mention the speed of 
the central processor. 

This-was obviously expected. 
But it was not expected that in a 
matter of about six months the 
Amiga, although it hurts to suggest 
it, will be laughable by the 
standards of the Giga Drive and 
the new Atari (when they decide 
upon the name). 

It is for this reason that | write 
to you. | would like to hear your 
opinion about what would amount 
to a booster pack for the standard 
Amiga. It would probably contain 
an accelerator card which would 
allow it to be comparable to the 
Giga Drive and it should of course 
have all sorts of sprite and 
background manipulation chips 
inside it. 

This little box would have a 
large range of uses in all areas of 
computing and not just gaming, 
although it would again allow the 
Amiga to have few rivals. 

After spending over £700 in 
total on my Amiga | feel that 
Commodore owe it to all its 
customers to improve its products 
so that they remain comparable 
with anything else on the market.

Thanks for your letter, it's good to 
see that someone else is 
concerned about the long term 
future of the Amiga.| wouldn’t worry 
too much about the Giga Drive just 
at the moment as it won't be 
released in the States until 1992 
and it'll be sometime after that 
before it reaches Britain. 

It's also worth remembering 
that the software will take some 
time to develop and until it has a 
large software base, people will 


not take it too seriously. 

As for Commodore releasing a 
booster pack, | find this highly 
improbable, simply because the 
majority of Amiga owners wouldn't 
buy it. Therefore, most software 
developers wouldn’t entertain the 
thought of producing a game that 
would only run on a limited number 
of machines.

Can you please 
explain to me what this error 
means and how | can correct it? 


Also, what is the Disk Doctor 
and where can | get one? | usually 
get the message Disk is corrupt, 
use Disk Doctor to correct it.

A read/write error is basically a 
physical corruption of the disk, 
which could have been caused by 
one of a number of things. If these 
disks have only recently caused 
problems, the chances are that it’s 
your Amiga and not the disks that 
are at fault. 

If the problems persist or you 
discover that the disks load on 
another Amiga, it may be worth 
finding out about having your disk 
heads aligned. 

As for Disk Doctor, this is a 
utility found on the Workbench disk 
which can be used to retrieve files 
on a corrupt disk. A combination of 
my own experience and complaints 
from other people suggest that it’s 
not all it’s cracked up to be and I'd 
be very surprised if you manage to 
salvage anything.
